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County Tax Rate Down Five Mills 


Good news for County of Vulcan 
ratepayers is the announcement 
that the County tax rate for this 
year has been cut by five mills 
At the County Council meeting 
held Friday, May 11, the tax rate 
for 1962 was set at 55 mills as 
compared to 60 mills last year. 

The five-mill reduction is in the 
municipal mill rate, which is set at 
16 as compared to 21 mills last 
year. The near-completion of the 
County’s gravel surfacing program 
for district roads makes this re¬ 
duction possible, although road¬ 
building and maintenance service 
will continue on about the same 
scale as last year, when actual 
expenditures were about $58,000 
under estimated costs. 

The school mill rate remains at 
35, the same as last year. Provin¬ 
cial school foundation program 
grants, based on a 32 mill rate, fall 
short of meeting the costs of edu¬ 
cation in the County of Vulcan 
and make no provision for capital 
expenditure on teaching aids and 
other equipment. $67,000 of the 
County's surplus will be used this 
year towards making up the bal¬ 
ance of thte difference between 
the school foundation grants and 
the estimated costs of operating 
the schools. 

The Hospital Benefits Act re¬ 
quisition to the provincial govern¬ 
ment remains unchanged at four 
mills, but ratepayers in the Little 
Bow Municipal Hospital District 
in the Carmangay-Champion area 
will find they have to pay an ad¬ 
ditional five mills due to an in¬ 
crease in unapproved costs at 
their hospital, making their total 
tax rate 60 mills, as compared to 
55 mills in the other parts of the 
County. 

In budgeting for a deficit on 
1962 operations of $67,815, the 
County is estimating total expen¬ 
ditures at $2,165,511 as against 
estimated total revenue from 
taxes, grants and other sources of 
$2,097,696. The main items of ex¬ 
penditure in the budget are the 
$1,300,000 for education and $375,- 
000 for public works. Capital ex¬ 
penditure out of revenue is esti¬ 
mated at $165,000 and debt charges 
(debenture payments and Interest) 
at $106,000. 


Students Asked 
To Curtail 
Use of Cars 

Cars and high school students 
don’t mix too well, in the opinion 
of the teaching staff of the Vulcan 
High School, and an advertise¬ 
ment in this issue of the Advocate 
asks for the co-operation of both 
students and parents in curtailing, 
particularly, the noon-hour use of 
cars,driven to school and the use 
of cars—on school days—-by stu¬ 
dents who live in Vulcan. 

Surveys and reports conducted 
at many points show that students 
who drive cars to school are unable 
to concentrate on their studies 
and have a lower average in school 
than those students who do not 
have cars. 

In the interests of better educa¬ 
tion and safety, the teachers are 
asking that all cars driven to 
school be left on the school park¬ 
ing lot until they are ready to be 
driven home after school. Students 
who live in town and own cars 
are asked to refrain from driving 
around town during the noon-hour. 
Their vehicles should be left at 
home or at the school.

Use of the Vulcan Airport as a 
site for light industry appears to 
be a definite possibility, following 
a meeting last Friday between the 
County Council and the president 
of Klassen Construction Ltd., of 
Yorkton, Sask., manufacturers of 
pre-fabricated homes. 

Mr. Klassen, who had been in¬ 
terested in purchasing the airport 
before it was acquired by the 
County of Vulcan and had visited 
Ottawa for that purpose, flew to 
Vulcan in his company plane on 
Friday and was met at the air¬ 
port by Lawrence E. Kindt, M.P., 
who accompanied him to Vulcan. 
M. R. Morrison, mayor of Vulcan, 
was also present at the meeting. 

Klassen Construction Ltd., a 
general contracting firm, is pre¬ 
sently engaged in the manufacture 
of pre-fab homes under federal 
government contracts. Full utiliza¬ 
tion of the hangars at the airport 
would be made, with one hangar 
used for the production of floors, 
walls and roof sections, a hangar 
for plumbing, heating and electri¬ 
cal work, one for millwork pro¬ 
duction of windows, doors, etc., 
one for storage of lumber and 
building supplies and one for 
storage and servicing of the com¬ 
pany highway transports and 
trailers, fire truck and company 
plane. 

The company is well established 
and, in full production, has as 
many as 250 employees. If satis¬ 
factory arrangements could be 
made to allow the company to 
transfer its operations from York¬ 
ton to Vulcan, key employees 
would be brought along, but there 
would be many job opportunities 
for residents of Vulcan and Nan¬ 
ton. 

Mr. Klassen offered to purchase 
the entire airport at the price paid 
for Jt by the Couaty ($45,000) or 
to consider whatever proposition 
could be made by the County.

This is a complete about face 
from the stand taken the past 
number of years when each annual 
meeting supported the closing of 
the EID to the annual antelope 
weekly open season in the prov¬ 
ince. 

It is expected that the board of 
trustees will take up the matter 
from here and discuss it with off¬ 
icials of the province’s Game 
Branch. Some form of open season 
likely will be the result. 

The move to reduce antelope 
numbers was instituted by EID 
catlemen who feel they should not 
provide grass and fodder at their 
expense. A Scandia livestock man 
told the meeting that he counted 
150 antelope in his alfalfa field 
just as the alfalfa was showing 
signs of growth. He said also that 
220 antelope were in his 40-acre 
hay field. —Brooks Bulletin
